INDEX 


With the publication of Volume 20 of the Plains Anthropologist, it was decided that the 
compilation of an up-to-date cumulative Index would be useful to the readers. Following the 
precedent set in the Index for Vols. 1-10 that appeared as Vol. 9, No. 26 in 1964 while Warren 
W. Caldwell was editor and Lawrence L. Tomsyck, Jerry L. Livingston and Joyce B. Williams 
were assistant editors, it was estimated that two separate listings of titles and of authors would 
be the most practical. Reviews are included in these sections listed under the title of the book 
and the reviewer. Memoir issues are listed under title and author with the appropriate 
pagination indicated. In view of the fact that the Index for Vols. 1-10 was about to go out of 
print we decided to include its contents with certain minor alterations and additions in this 
volume. It was also decided to include the contents of the Plains Archaeological Conference 


Newsletter. Entries from the Newsletter are identified as such. All other entries are from the 
Plains Anthropologist. 


The original Plains Anthropologist included eight issues: 2 in 1954, 3 in 1955, 2 in 1956 and 1 
in 1957. As of 1960, each of the previous publication years was considered as equivalent to a 
Volume, thus the revitalized journal began with Volume 5, No. 9. Subsequently, each 
publication year has been designated as a Volume, but the Numbers have continued in 
sequence following #8 of the old series, thus, 1960 = Volume 5, containing #9 and #10; 1961 = 
Volume 6, with = 11 - #14; 1962 = Volume 7, with #15 - #18 and so on. In view of the fact that 
no memoir appeared in 1975, it was decided to issue the Index as Vol. 20, No. 70, part 2, 1975 
even though it was printed in the following year.

INFORMATION FOR AUTHORS 


The PLAINS ANTHROPOLOGIST publishes original papers on the anthropology of the 
Plains and adjacent areas of North America. Manuscripts of a more general character, or 
those concerned with other areas, will be considered if they are of theoretical importance or if 
they bear upon problems of man in Plains environments. 

Manuscripts must be typed neatly on 8% by 11 inch white bond paper, double spaced 
throughout, with margins more than one inch in width. Manuscripts typed on onion skin or 
other lightweight paper, on paper coated for easy erasure, or carbon copies are unacceptable. 
Abstracts are required for all articles. The text of articles, reviews, or other submissions 
should be organized for convenient presentation in the format exhibited in recent issues of 
PLAINS ANTHROPOLOGIST. Footnotes must be kept at a minimum, and will be allowed 
only when deemed essential. References to literature are included in the text in standard 
anthropological style with the author's surname, date of publication, and pagination or other 
information included in parenthesis: e.g. (Caldwell 1966: 15-27). In the References Cited 
section following the text list all documents referred to in the text, but no others, making each 
citation as complete as possible; arrange the entries alphabetically by author and 
chronologically by year of publication. All illustrations (maps, charts, photographs and line 
drawings) are published as figures (e.g. Fig. 1), tabular materials appear as tables (e.g. Table 
3). Figures and Tables are numbered in separate groups, and each of these items must have a 
title or caption and be cited by number in the text. Line drawings should be carefully drawn in 
the proportions of PLAINS ANTHROPOLOGIST (6 by 8) in India ink on good quality white 
stock or tracing linen; photographic prints for halftone plates should be submitted 
unmounted, numbered lightly on the back, with scale indicated when applicable, and be 
sharp, clear, and have good contrast. For best results, all illustrative material should be 
submitted in sufficiently large size so that publication would result in reduction. 

Reprint order forms are sent to authors of articles as each issue goes to press. Authors will 
receive three copies of the issue in which their article appears. Additional whole copies may be 
ordered at that time at a 30% discount.
